To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Brookhne,  in  the  County  of 
Hillsborough  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Daniels  Academy  Building  in  said 
Brookline  on  Tuesday,  the  fourth  (4th)  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town 
charges  for  the  year  ensuing  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  hear  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  and  all  other 
Officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

4.  (By  Ballot)  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Article  XVI  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  of  Brookline  Zoning  and 
Land  Use  Ordinance  as  follows:  Open  Space  Residential  Development,  to 
allow  the  use  of  open  space  residential  development  on  tracts  of  land 
greater  than  25  acres,  with  densities  no  greater  than  80%  of  that  allowed 
by  present  regulations. 

5.  (By  Ballot)  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Article  XI  and 
amendments  to  Article  VIII  Definitions,  Article  II  Districts,  and  Article  V 
Residential-Agricultural  District,  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for 
the  Town  of  Brookline  Zoning  and  Land  Use  Ordinance  as  follows: 
Wetland  Conservation  District.  To  control  building  and  land  uses  on 
naturally  occurring  wetlands  which  would  contribute  to  pollution  of 
surface  and  ground  water  and  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  natural 
wetlands  which  provide  fiood  protection,  recharge  of  ground  water  supply 
and  augmentation  of  stream  flow  during  dry  periods.

$450.37  to  secure  state  aid  for  permanent  improvement  of  highways. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000.00  to  be  placed  in  the  Fire  Department  Capital  Reserve  Fund  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto.

As  well  as  new  shelving  and  the  renovations,  the  Library  has 
acquired  a  copying  machine,  new  chairs  for  the  primary  section,  and  the 
new  Britanica  III. 

The  Library  belongs  to  several  cooperative  ventures  with 
neighboring  libraries,  the  advantages  of  which  are  numerous:  larger 
discounts  on  book  and  supply  purchases  by  buying  cooperatively,  a 
system  of  book  delivery,  more  extensive  interlibrary  loan,  and 
workshops,  to  mention  only  a  few. 

We  are  also  fortunate  to  be  a  member  of  Project  Aesop  (comprised 
of  13  New  Hampshire  Libraries)  which  has  been  federally  funded  and 
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will    mean   films    and   audio-visual    material   for   pre-schoolers   will   be 
available  for  the  Ubrary's  use. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  the  services  of  several  volunteer  aides.  Our 
staff  consists  of  Mrs.  Geraldine  Phillips,  Librarian;  Mrs.  Constance  Smith, 
Assistant  Librarian,  and  Library  Aides,  Mrs.  Linda  Bergeron,  Mrs.  Nancy 
Howard,  and  Mrs.  Suzanne  Maben. 

The  Trustees  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Haight  as  Assistant  Librarian  in  August,  but  felt  fortunate  in  obtaining 
the  services  of  Mrs.  Constance  Smith  as  new  Assistant. 

The  Library  was  sorry  to  lose  the  services  of  Mrs.  Vivian  Michos 
when  she  resigned  as  Trustee  in  December.  Mrs.  Michos  has  been  a  loyal 
and  dedicated  Board  member  and  her  presence  will  be  missed.  Mrs. 
Dorothy  Haight  was  appointed  to  serve  in  Mrs.  Michos'  place. 

Our  Friends  of  the  Library  group  has  continued  supporting  us  with 
both  time  and  money.  The  carpeting  would  not  have  been  possible 
without  them  nor  would  the  remodeled  children's  room. 

A  special  thanks  to  Mr.  Emile  Bergeron  and  those  who  assisted  him 
in  coming  to  the  rescue  of  "helpless  females"  and  putting  up  our  new 
shelving  for  us,  plus  painting,  etc. 

After  this  really  wonderful  year  of  1974,  we  wish  to  thank  you  all 
and  feel  our  efforts  have  not  been  in  vain.  Brookline  has  a  library  of 
which  it  can  be  proud.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

All  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  is 
controlled  by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  in  cooperation  with  the  New 
Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service.  Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  a  fire 
out-of-doors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  have  a 
written  permit  signed  by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  If  the  fire  is  to  be 
kindled  on  land  not  owned  by  the  person  kindling  the  fire  then  he  must 
have  the  permission  of  the  landowner.  No  outdoor  fires  can  be  kindled 
between  9  A.M.  and  5  P.M.  unless  it  is  raining,  without  the  additional 
approval  of  the  District  Forest  Fire  Chief. 

The  1974  forest  fire  season  was  one  of  the  worst  in  the  past  two 
decades.  Woodlands  in  central  and  southern  New  Hampshire  became  so 
dry  in  mid  August  that  the  Governor  and  Council,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  State  Forester,  enacted  a  partial  woodlands 
closure  in  Sullivan,  Cheshire,  Hillsborough,  Merrimack  and  Belknap 
Counties  and  a  complete  woodlands  closure  in  Strafford  and  Rockingham 
Counties  plus  the  Towns  of  Bamstead,  Gilmanton  and  Ahon  in  Belknap 
County.  Through  the  excellent  cooperation  of  the  citizens  of  our  State  no 
major  forest  fire  occurred  at  any  time  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  HISTORY  COMMITTEE 

The  Town  Meeting  of  1974  authorized  a  second  edition  printing  of 
1,000  volumes  of  the  Brookline  Town  History  by  E.E.  Parker;  500  of 
these  were  to  be  bound,  the  remainder  held  for  binding  at  a  later  date. 
Shipment  was  received  in  the  fall  and  to  date  36  copies  have  been  sold,  it 
is  expected  that  sale  of  this  edition  will  be  slow,  but  ultimately  result  in  a 
sizable  profit.  These  histories  are  on  sale  at  the  Library  or  may  be 
purchased  from  any  History  Committee  member. 

Work  on  updating  Brookline's  history  from  1914  to  the  present  is 
progressing  slowly,  but  steadily.  Tedious  research  and  cross  verification 
now  occupies  much  of  the  committee's  time.  A  questionnaire  on  houses 
built  between  1800  and  1900  has  been  mailed  to  many  homeowners,  but 
response  has  been  negligible.  Information  from  deeds  or  title  abstracts 
would  prove  invaluable  and  save  the  committee  endless  hours  of  research. 
Now  that  the  holidays  are  past,  attention  to  this  matter  would  be  most 
appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  BROOKLINE  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

1974 

The  Commission  was  in  charge  of  the  Max  Cohen  Memorial  Grove  and 
the  Red  Cross  Swimming  program.  Both  programs  ran  smoothly.  It  is 
necessary  for  the  Commission  to  carefully  review  the  Membership  fee 
structure  to  the  Grove  since  it  did  not  quite  break  even  this  year.  We  had 
expected  the  membership  to  increase  enough  to  offset  the  higher 
operational  costs,  but  this  did  not  happen.  The  membership  is  holding 
steady  at  approximately  115  families. 

The  Commission  started  the  two  year  program  of  building  the  larger 
Baseball  diamond  at  the  Ball  Park.  This  program  is  being  financed  by  the 
town  and  by  Federal  Matching  Funds  wliich  pay  one  half  the  cost.  Stumps 
were  bulldozed  off  the  area,  the  infield  was  prepared  with  clay,  and  the 
outfield  graded  and  seeded.  It  is  expected  that  the  field  will  be  finished  in 
the  late  Spring  and  the  fences,  backstop,  and  bleachers  installed. 

The  Commission  worked  out  an  agreement  with  the  owners  of  Camp 
Tevya  so  that  local  people  could  continue  to  use  the  roads  and  trails  at  the 
Camp  for  recreational  purposes.

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1974  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  Brookline  for  their  support, 
cooperation  and  backing  of  the  Police  Department  during  1974,  which 
in  turn  helped  the  police  department  to  complete  another  very 
successful  year. 

With  the  unemployment  rate  and  poor  economic  situation,  the 
crime  rate  throughout  the  nation  has  soared  to  new  heights,  however, 
even  though  for  a  small  town  we  have  a  lot  of  activity,  we  have  not  had 
any  serious  increases  in  crimes  or  violence  in  our  community. 

Much  of  this  is  due  to  the  citizens  cooperation  with  the  Police 
Department,  by  reporting  suspicious  cars,  persons,  information  as  to 
when  homes  will  be  vacant  and  supplying  us  with  vital  information 
during  investigations.  Much  of  the  Police  Department  success  comes 
from  patrolling  in  unmarked  cars,  with  the  patrol  routine  always 
different  and  at  different  hours,  our  constant  communication  with  radio 
to  other  departments  and  the  pool  of  information  available  to  us 
through  the  State,  County  and  other  local  departments. 

Operation  Identification  that  we  promoted  this  past  year  was  very 
successful,  with  many  citizens  participating.  We  plan  to  keep  promoting 
Operation  Identification  this  next  year  as  well  as  several  new  programs 
that  are  planned  to  help  our  citizens  in  making  their  homes  and 
property  safe  in  the  constant  battle  against  crime. 

Our  newly  completed  communications  system  is  working  well  and 
as  you  can  see  by  our  activity  report,  under  communications,  handled 
many  calls  during  the  past  year,  most  of  the  activity  on  the  phone  and 
radio  was  handled  by  Mrs.  Anita  Taylor. 

There  were  41  automobile  accidents  reported  during  1974  but  again 
I  am  very  pleased  to  report  there  were  no  fatalities. 

There  is  no  greater  priority  for  the  citizens  and  Police  Department, 
than  to  make  our  community  a  better  and  safer  place  to  live.  I  can 
assure  you  that  the  Police  Department  will  do  its  utmost  to  see  that  this 
goal  is  achieved.

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ADMINISTRATIVE  REPORTS 
SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

The  American  people,  since  colonial  times,  have  had  an  abiding 
faith  in  the  power  of  education.  While  the  process  of  educating  the 
young  was  then  at  an  informal  level  and  primarily  accomplished  by  the 
family,  one  could  say  that  it  was  universal  in  the  sense  that  virtually  all 
were  trained  to  make  some  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  the  family. 
To  be  sure,  there  were  instances  in  which  an  individual  was  unable  to 
engage  in  some  effort,  but  in  the  main  a  contribution  was  made, 
whether  it  was  large  or  small. 

With  the  advent  of  the  industrial  revolution  life  suddenly  became 
very  complex.  Not  only  did  society  begin  to  realize  that  the  family  unit 
could  no  longer  provide  an  essential  education,  but  as  a  result  of  the 
introduction  of  more  efficient  machinery  and  legislation  designed  to 
eliminate  child  labor,  more  and  more  children  found  their  way  to 
school.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  nearly  everyone  subscribed  to  the 
democratic  principle  of  an  education  for  all,  its  application  fell  short  of 
the  goal  of  universality.  Not  only  did  some  leave  school  at  an  early  age, 
but  the  scope  of  education  was  narrow  in  relation  to  the  needs  to  be 
served.  Those  with  handicaps  more  often  than  not  were  completely 
deprived  of  an  education  and  even  those  who  were  able  to  attend  school 
under  normal  conditions  frequently  did  not  participate  on  an  equality  of 
opportunity  basis. 

As  the  years  passed  and  an  increasing  amount  of  social  legislation 
was  enacted,  the  demands  on  public  education  grew  in  proportion. 
Initially  funded  at  the  federal  level,  there  were  some  voluntary  programs 
that  eventually  had  to  be  underwritten  at  the  local  level  or  dropped. 
Other  programs  were  mandated  by  both  the  federal  and  state 
governments  and  either  were  inadequately  funded  or  imposed  on  the 
local  district  to  implement.  That  the  programs  were  desirable  and  of 
merit  was  not  disputed;  expressed  public  concerns  related  to  the  ability 
of  school  districts  to  accomplish  the  tasks  mandated.  Some  large 
districts  already  had  undertaken  steps  to  provide  a  measure  of 
opportunity  and  meeting  additional  requirements  did  not  involve  much 
more  per  pupil  effort  because  of  the  numbers  involved.  Conversely, 
smaller  districts,  without  the  same  resources  as  their  large  counterparts, 
suddenly  found  themselves  in  the  position  of  having  to  meet  new 
demands  without  additional  funds. 
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Today,  not  only  are  districts  being  asked  to  provide  facilities  and 
services  for  school-age  children,  but  legislation  pertaining  to  the  welfare 
of  children  is  becoming  broader  and,  in  some  cases,  includes  provisions 
for  pre-school  children.  Two  recent  pieces  of  legislation,  one  enacted  by 
the  state  and  the  other  by  the  federal  government,  serve  to  illustrate  this 
movement.  It  is  emphasized  that  the  merits  of  such  legislation  is  not  an 
issue  in  this  report. 

In  1965  the  New  Hampshire  General  Court  took  action  which 
required  every  handicapped  child  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
twenty-one  capable  of  being  benefited  by  instruction,  to  attend  an 
approved  school  program  to  which  he  may  be  assigned  by  the  local 
school  board.  If  necessary,  such  education  was  to  be  made  available 
until  the  individual  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  Small  districts, 
for  the  most  part  unable  to  support  proper  programs,  usually  arranged 
to  have  the  child  attend  a  school,  often  outside  of  the  district,  which 
provided  a  specialized  education.  The  tuition  liability  of  the  district  was 
equivalent  to  the  state  average  tuition  for  the  previous  year. 

The  1973  session  of  the  state  legislature  modified  the  original 
statutes  that  deah  with  the  handicapped  in  a  number  of  ways,  the  most 
notable  of  which  made  all  pre-school  children  eligible,  regardless  of  age, 
at  the  same  time  requiring  the  state  board  of  education  to  assume 
responsibility  for  tuition  which  exceeded  the  state  average  per  pupil 
cost.  With  a  statute  that  made  it  mandatory  to  provide  some  type  of 
program  for  all  handicapped  children  up  to  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
it  seemed  that  finally  parents  and  school  districts  would  obtain  relief. 

Such  was  not  the  case,  however,  for  in  the  same  breath  that  the 
General  Court  enacted  legislation  requiring  a  broadening  of 
opportunities,  it  failed  to  provide  the  funds  for  implementation.  This 
raised  a  host  of  questions  as  to  who  was  going  to  assume  financial 
responsibility  for  costs  above  the  state  average.  By  law  the  local  district 
could  pay  no  more  than  the  state  average  cost,  but  the  state  department 
of  education  had  no  money  to  assume  responsibility  for  any  payments 
in  excess.  In  1974  the  statutes  were  amended  to  give  the  local  school 
board  authority  to  pay  more  than  the  state  average  tuition  cost,  at  the 
same  time  allowing  the  state  department  of  education  to  assume  some 
of  the  tuition  cost  on  a  pro-rated  basis  if  any  funds  were  left  over  after 
meeting  other  obligations. 

The  net  effect  of  this  legislation  is  that  the  local  districts  must 
assume  responsibility  for  providing  an  equality  of  educational 
opportunity   for  all   children  from  birth   to  twenty-one  years  of  age. 


Given    the    option    of   establishing    programs    within    the    schools    or 

tuitioning   to   other  schools,  school  boards  are   faced  with  increasing 

instructional  costs;  not  only  has  the  population  to  be  served  increased, 

but    the   cost   of  providing  specialized   curricula  often  is  considerably 

higher  than  that  of  the  traditional  program. 

Somewhat    different    in    thrust    is    Title    IX    of   the    Education 

Amendments  of  1972,  which  represents  civil  rights  legislation  recently 

enacted  by  Congress.  While  it  deals  with  sex  discrimination,  of  particular 

interest  is  the  section  which  concerns  the  treatment  of  students.  Many 

schools  have  in  fact  already  met  the  intent  of  the  law  in  some  measure. 

One    example    is    the    requirement    that    no    courses   can   be   offered 

exclusively  for  girls  or  boys;  some  schools  now  have  open  enrollments 

and  actively  encourage  participation  of  both  sexes  in  what  traditionally 

has  been  a  segregated  offering.  Wliile  there  could  be  additional  costs 

related  to  this  arrangement,  the  larger  effect  will  be  found  in  the  area  of 

athletics.    It   will    now   devolve    upon  the  schools  to  provide  athletic 

opportunities   in   such   sports   and    through   such   teams    as  will  most 

effectively  equalize  opportunities  for  members  of  both  sexes.  Unless  the 

program  is  eliminated,  the  effect  of  this  legislation  will  be  to  increase 

the  amount  of  money  appropriated  locally  for  athletics. 

Traditionally,  the  state  has  been  responsible  for  education.  In  most 
states  much  of  the  responsibihty  for  actual  organization  and 
administration  of  schools  has  been  delegated  to  the  local  districts.  New 
Hampshire  residents  have  taken  pride  in  their  local  schools  over  the 
years  and  have  had  the  satisfaction  of  being  able  to  determine  the 
policies  which  governed  their  operation.  More  recently  an  increasing 
amount  of  legislation  at  both  the  state  and  federal  levels  has  had  the 
effect  of  reducing  the  extent  of  control  which  the  community  has  been 
able  to  exercise  over  its  educational  program.  If  one  examines 
educational  legislation  over  the  years,  there  can  be  no  question  but  that 
much  has  been  enacted  as  a  result  of  what  some  group  perceived  as  a 
need.  Of  concern,  as  expressed  by  not  a  few,  is  that  the  capacity  of 
local  districts  is  such  that  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to 
adequately  support  all  programs  that  are  desirable  as  well  as  legislated. 

Looking  into  the  future,  more  steps  will  be  taken  by  state  and 
federal  governments  that  will  affect  education  indirectly  or  directly.  If 
past  experience  offers  any  clue  to  what  the  impact  will  be  on  the  local 
district,  undoubtedly  it  will  be  yet  another  chapter  in  the  book  of  who 
will  pay  for  what  and  under  what  circumstances,  with  few  options 
available  to  the  community. 
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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

The  Elementary  School's  Student  Council  added  a  new  activity  to 
its  long  list  of  student  and  community  oriented  activities  this  year  with 
the  sponsoring  of  a  Book  Fair.  Almost  five  hundred  books  were  bought 
as  a  result  of  this  Fair  which  will  add  to  the  student's  home  libraries 
and  to  their  enjoyment  of  reading.  With  the  profit  from  the  Book  Fair, 
the  Council  bought  and  made  cinder  block  bookcases  for  each 
classroom. 

A  revised  report  card  was  issued  this  fall  with  changes  suggested  by 
teachers  and  parents.  Parent-teacher  conferences  were  held  to  discuss 
individual  student's  progress.  These  conferences  were  again  very 
successful. 

The  Volunteer  Program  continues  to  grow,  with  the  advent  of 
volunteer  library  aides,  and  remains  an  asset  to  the  school  program.  We 
thank  Barbara  Coon,  co-ordinator  of  the  Volunteer  Teacher  Aides,  and 
Dorothy  Streeter,  co-ordinator  of  Hot  Lunch  Volunteers,  and  all  those 
who  participated  and  devoted  their  time  to  these  programs. 

We  continue  to  strive  toward  an  educational  program  which  will 
provide  all  students  the  opportunity  to  achieve  their  individual  potential. 

With  the  continued  support  of  the  community  our  task  becomes  a 
more  meaningful  and  successful  one.  Our  gratitude  for  this  combined 
effort  is  much  appreciated.

To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  pursuant  to  RSA  31:105  to 
provide  indemnification  for  school  administrators,  school  board 
members,  district  officers  or  agents,  from  personal  loss  or  expense 
including  reasonable  legal  fees  and  costs,  if  any,  arising  out  of  any  claim, 
demand,  suit  or  judgment  by  reason  of  negligence  or  other  act  resulting 
in  accidental  injury  to  a  person  or  accidental  damage  to  property 
providing  the  indemnified  person  was  at  the  time  of  the  accident  within 
the  scope  of  his  employment  or  office. 

Mrs.  Marcia  Farwell  moved  adoption  of  the  article.  Seconded  by 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Eaton. 

Mr.  Schoepf,  Superintendent  of  Union  40,  was  asked  to  explain  the 
bill  —  RSA  31:105.  After  some  discussion,  it  was  recommended  from 
the  floor  that  the  district  assume  the  responsibility  by  approving  Article 
5,  but  not  buy  the  insurance  under  Article  6. 

The  vote  on  Article  5  carried. 

6.  To  see  if  the  school  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the  school 
board  to  purchase  a  comprehensive  general  liability  insurance  poHcy  in 
order  to  protect  the  school  district  officers,  administrative  staff  and 
itself  against  personal  hability  suits. 

Mr.  Alan  Fessenden  moved  to  adopt  the  article.  &conded  by 
Elizabeth  Eaton.  Motion  was  defeated. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  of 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory 
obligations  of  the  district. 

Mrs.  Marcia  Farwell  moved  that  the  sum  of  $439,708.29  be  raised 
and  appropriated  under  this  article.  Seconded  by  Webster  Bridges. 

Mrs.  Florence  Palmer  recommended  that  the  budget  be  decreased  by 
3%  wherever  the  school  board  sees  fit  to  do  so.  She  noted  that  HolUs 
has  voted  to  decrease  its  budget  by  that  amount,  which  may  decrease 
the  tuition  account  of  Brookline  by  the  same  amount. 

Mr.  Bridges  pointed  out  that  the  tuition  figure  in  the  Brookline 
budget  was  an  estimate  only,  that  there  was  no  contingency  in  the 
budget,  and  that  the  board  felt  that  any  cushion  that  the  tuition 
account  may  have  at  present,  if  any,  could  very  easily  be  used  up  if 
more  students  move  into  town. 

A  discussion  was  held  concerning  the  possibihty  of  decreasing  the 
staff  of  the  elementary  school  by  one  teacher. 
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Mr.  Carl  Anderson  moved  that  the  amount  of  $8,000.00  be  cut 
from  the  210  account.  Seconded  by  Mrs.  Florence  Palmer.  Mr.  Bridges 
asked  Mr.  Anderson  to  reconsider  his  motion  and  ask  that  $6,500.00  be 
cut.  Mr.  Anderson  and  Mrs.  Palmer  agreed  to  the  change. 

Mr.  Joel  Mitchell  called  for  a  point  of  order,  stating  that  the  district 
could  not  make  cuts  in  individual  line  items.  Mrs.  Farwell  (School  Board 
Chairman)  stated  that  the  board  will  take  under  advisement  the  wishes 
of  the  meeting.  Mr.  Grover  Farwell,  Jr.  stated  that  it  was  not  possible  to 
make  definite  decisions  on  the  budget  as  things  may  change  by 
September. 

A  discussion  was  held  on  the  pupil/teacher  ratio  and  the  consequences 
of  reshuffling  of  classes.  If  the  5th  grade  is  left  intact,  the  ratio  could  be  as 
high  as  34/1. 

The  impact  on  the  tax  rate  was  discussed,  and  it  was  felt  that  the  total 
increase  would  be  approximately  12%. 

A  discussion  was  held  on  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the 
teaching  principal.  Mrs.  Dube  read  the  elementary  minimum  standards 
which  showed  that  Mr.  Maghakian's  assignment  was  correct.  She  also  read 
the  minimum  standards  concerning  the  secretary  to  the  principal. 

In  answer  to  the  possibility  raised  by  Mr.  Fessenden  that  Mr. 
Maghakian  teach  one  more  class  per  day,  Mr.  Bridges  read  a  description  of 
duties  of  a  typical  day  of  the  Brookline  principal  which  had  been  prepared 
by  Mr.  Maghakian. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Mrs.  Baum  concerning  the  library  unit, 
Mrs.  Farwell  stated  that  the  Ubrary  program  was  working  well  and  the 
students  were  utihzing  the  hbrary. 

The  motion  to  amend  the  original  motion  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of 
34  no,  22  yes. 

Mrs.  Farwell  explained  the  teacher  salary  increases  as  merit  raises  of 
from  $200  -  $700,  rated  on  performance  of  the  teacher,  with  nothing  for 
cost  of  living  increases.  Professional  growth  increases  will  be  discussed 
after  the  staff  development  plans  have  been  finalized  in  July  of  1975. 

Mr.  Mitchell  asked  if  the  cost  of  transportation  included  a  late  bus 
from  HoUis.  Mrs.  Farwell  stated  that  this  was  not  in  the  budget. 

Mr.  Mitchell  moved  to  amend  the  budget  by  increasing  the  total  by 
$540  for  the  late  bus  to  Mollis  so  that  students  can  participate  in  after 
school  activities.  Seconded  by  Mrs.  Chorney. 

Mr.  Arnold  declared  that  the  motion  was  not  in  order  since  the  budget 
could  not  be  increased  beyond  that  which  had  been  posted.  Mr.  Mitchell 
withdrew  the  amendment. 
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A  discussion  was  held  on  the  pros  and  cons  of  the  late  bus. 

A  vote  was  taken  on  the  sum  of  $439,708.29  and  it  carried. 

8.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  said 
meeting. 

Mr.  Bridges  moved  to  reconsider  action  taken  under  article  2  relative 
to  report  of  the  Middle  School.  Seconded  by  Marcia  Farwell. 

He  explained  that  the  school  board  had  just  received  the  report  and 
had  not  had  a  chance  to  study  it.  Vote  on  the  reconsideration  carried. 

Mr.  Bridges  then  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Middle  School 
Committee  be  taken  under  advisement  and  that  the  Moderator  be 
designated  to  appoint  such  committees  as  he  sees  fit  within  the  scope  of 
the  report.  Seconded  by  Alan  Fessenden.  Motion  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  and  supported  to  adjourn  the  meeting.  Meeting 
adjourned  at  9:52  P.M.
